A  grand  landscape  photograph 
can  take  your  breath  away. 


But  frame  that  same  view  in  a  humble  snapshot, 
with  a  familiar  smile  in  the  foreground,  and  you 
capture  something  equally  striking:  human 
context,  memory,  and  meaning. 

The  Trustees  of  Reservations  have  always 
been  about  connecting  people  to  special  places, 
and  that  has  never  been  more  true  or  more 
important  than  today.

Still  others  are  simply 
grateful  for  our  success  in  preserving  our 
shared  history  and  precious  landscapes. 


In  these  pages  you  will  find  profiles  of  people 
with  all  these  perspectives:  people  who  support 
The  Trustees  with  remarkably  generous  contri- 
butions of  skill,  insight,  time,  money,  land,  and 
love.  In  age,  background,  geography,  and  experi- 
ence, they  are  all  very  different.  But  in  saving 
the  irreplaceable  glories  of  history  and  nature  in 
Massachusetts,  they  -  and  we  -  are  all  Trustees. 

To  inspire  and  prepare  the  next  generation  of 
our  supporters  -  the  caretakers  of  Massachusetts 
for  generations  to  come  -  The  Trustees  are 
pursuing  ambitious  new  efforts  in  outreach  and 
education  (see  page  20).

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As  a  general  rule,  when  people 
invite  you  to  supper,  it's  best  to 
avoid  having  your  dog  slay  one 
of  their  heritage  chickens  right 
on  the  front  lawn. 


This  goes  double  if  the  people  are  serious 
supporters  of  local  land  conservation  and  you 
head  up  the  regional  office  of  The  Trustees. 

So  it  demonstrates  the  deep  respect  and 
affection  people  in  Westport  feel  for  Land 
Protection  Specialist  Anthony  Cucchi,  that  the, 
um,  connection  between  his  dog,  Boo,  and  a 
certain  unfortunate  hen  has  not  put  a  crimp 
in  a  new  campaign  to  save  2,000  acres  of  the 
Westport  landscape  over  the  next  several  years. 

The  campaign  -  and  the  strong  odds  of  its 
success  -  both  spring  from  a  conservation 
model  that's  unique  to  Westport,  but  that  holds 
great  promise  for  other  communities:  a  Trustees 
office  characteristically  powered  by  a  close 
collaborative  relationship  with  the  local  land 
trust,  but  distinctively  focused  on  a  single  town. 

Westport's  resources  are  a  mix  of  farmland  - 
the  largest  concentration  of  dairy  farms  in 
Massachusetts,  and  one  of  the  last  farming 
communities  along  the  coast  -  and  shorefront 
properties  that  hug  the  serene  tidal  banks  of  the 


Westport  River.  Recognizing  the  value  of  that 
landscape,  in  the  1970s  residents  formed  the 
Westport  Land  Conservation  Trust  (WLCT). 
By  the  1980s,  to  accelerate  their  success,  WLCT 
leaders  wanted  to  connect  with  a  group  that 
could  provide  the  steady  focus  and  expertise 
of  paid  staff;  in  1990,  they  established  a  close 
though  informal  partnership  with  The  Trustees. 

Together,  the  WLCT  and  The  Trustees  were 
achieving  considerable  success.  And  then,  five 
years  ago,  an  angel  appeared:  a  Westport  couple 
passionate  about  land  conservation  and  with  the 
inspiration  and  resources  to  make  an  unprece- 
dented leap.  Working  with  The  Trustees,  they 
provided  funds  to  launch  a  local  storefront  office 
right  in  Westport,  with  a  staff  member  -  our 
own  Anthony  Cucchi  -  dedicated  to  the  town. 

With  a  degree  from  the  Yale  School  of 
Forestry,  Anthony  paired  superb  technical 
knowledge  with  a  passion  for  hands-on  envi- 
ronmental protection.  With  his  assistance,  the 
symbiotic  WLCT/Trustees  relationship  has  driven 
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tremendous  progress  all  over  town,  inspiring 
substantial  financial  gifts  and  dozens  of  conser- 
vation restrictions.  And  thanks  to  a  membership 
drive.  Trustees  membership  in  town  has  shot  up 
from  12  to  more  than  700  -  not  bad  considering 
Westport  doesn't  even  include  a  Trustees  reserva- 
tion. As  Anthony  explains,  "People  know  that 
preserving  this  landscape  is  a  now-or-never 
proposition.  With  the  Westport  office,  we  just 
helped  release  the  latent  conservation  spirit  in 
town  by  giving  them  a  focused  way  to  take  action." 

Anthony  ascribes  this  progress  to  a  distinctive 
constellation  of  factors: 

■  A  strong  network  of  passionate  conserva- 
tion supporters  and  volunteers; 

■  Local  financial  resources  that  have  funded  the 
local  office,  and  inspiring  challenge  grants; 

■  A  track  record  of  good  projects;  and 

■  The  cooperative  working  relationship 
between  the  WLCT  and  The  Trustees. 

Other  Westporters  offer  the  same  list,  but 
add  some  other  items:  the  technical  knowledge, 
down-to-earth  charm,  graceful  persistence  and 
collaborative  spirit  of  Anthony  himself  His 
constant  presence  is  also  a  factor.  As  Anthony 
explains,  "In  this  business,  it  makes  a  big  differ- 
ence if  people  recognize  you  because  the\'  see  you 
at  the  dump."  (One  of  those  times  when  it  helps 
to  have  an  adorable  100-pound  black  dog.)  In 
the  words  of  Terry  White,  President  of  the  WTCT 
(SEE  PROFILE  PAGE  8),  people  "tTust  Ajithonv  to  help 
them  achieve  what  they  want  -  so  he  can  nudge 
them,  ever  so  gently,  to  think  about  doing  morel" 

Anthony  Cucchi  is  the  recipient  of  The  Trustees' 
2005  Employee  of  the  Year  Award. 
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During  Fiscal  2005,  The  Trustees  of  Reservations  protected, 
or  assisted  in  the  protection  of,  21  properties,  involving  1,252 
acres  of  land:  three  additions  to  reservations  (432  acres),  1 1 
conservation  restrictions  (450  acres),  and  five  conservation 
assistance  projects  (370  acres). 

Over  the  past  five  years  we  have  completed  81  conservation 
projects  involving  1 1,994  acres,  an  average  of  2,399  acres  a  year.

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LAND  CONSERVATION 


As  Mark  Twain  observed,  few 
things  are  harder  to  put  up 
with  than  the  annoyance  of 
a  good  example. 


So  when  Terry  and  Poo  (Benjamin  and 
Elizabeth)  White  bought  their  property  from 
Llewellyn  "Louie"  Rowland  in  1982,  they  could 
have  been  forgiven  for  resisting  his  friendly 
campaign  to  have  them  protect  their  river 
frontage  with  a  conservation  restriction  (CR)  - 
the  kind  he  had  placed  on  his  own  land  right 
next  door. 

Instead,  the  Whites  not  only  decided  to 
follow  Louie's  example,  but  eventually  became 
leaders  in  Westport's  overall  land  conservation 
movement.  Today,  as  President  of  the  Westport 
Land  Conservation  Trust  (WLCT),  Terry 
describes  Louie  as  having  been,  before  his  death 
in  2004,  "a  superb  neighbor,  and  an  inspiration," 
not  just  to  the  Whites,  but  to  the  whole  Westport 
conservation  community.  With  a  graceful  slope 
down  to  the  Westport  River,  both  the  White  and 
Howland  properties  add  immeasurably  to  the 
unspoiled  experience  of  the  shore  -  and  thanks 
to  their  CRs,  they  always  will. 

Terry  and  Poo's  first  step  was  to  place  the 
front  15  acres  of  their  property  under  a  CR  held 
jointly  by  the  WLCT  and  The  Trustees.  The  scale 


of  their  gift  drew  the  attention  of  the  WLCT, 
whose  officers  persuaded  Terry  to  join  the 
Board;  for  the  last  five  years  he  has  served  as 
President.  More  recently,  the  Whites  extended 
the  protection  of  their  property  to  include  the 
remaining  66  acres.  The  Whites'  CR  commitments 
coincided  with  a  moment  of  tremendous  action 
and  excitement  around  land  conservation  in 
Westport  and  Dartmouth.  "Everyone  is  aware 
of  the  urgency,  and  they  appreciate  that  the 
very  openness  that  makes  the  landscape  lovely 
makes  it  vulnerable,"  Terry  explains.  "There's 
the  realization  that  in  terms  of  development, 
things  are  happening  fast.  There's  only  so  much 
we  can  do  -  and  we  need  to  do  so  now." 

As  a  practicing  lawyer  in  Providence,  Terry 
isn't  able  to  lead  the  local  conservation  effort 
on  the  ground  day  by  day;  progress  depends  on 
constant  teamwork  with  The  Trustees'  local 
director,  Anthony  Cucchi  (see  profile  page  3)  "I'm 
excited  about  what  we've  accomplished  together," 
says  Terry,"both  in  permanently  protecting  the 
scenic  landscapes  of  Westport,  and  in  opening 
up  several  parcels  to  passive  recreation."  Above 


all,  as  Terry  explains,  the  WLCT  "is  determined 
to  make  conservation  a  town-wide  initiative  - 
as  opposed  to  a  few  enclaves  preserving  their 
own  niche."  Current  projects  span  the  town 
from  north  to  south,  and  starting  this  summer, 
the  WLCT  is  holding  an  annual  barn  dance  - 
not  a  fundraiser,  but  a  "friend-raiser,"  to  build 
support  all  over  town. 

If  the  Whites  harbored  any  doubt  that 
preserving  the  Westport  landscape  was  the 
right  way  to  spend  their  time  and  resources, 
it  was  erased  in  2000  by  a  wonderful  stroke  of 
fate.  They  were  looking  for  tenants  to  rent  one 
of  the  houses  on  their  propci  t\  ,  and  the  real 
estate  agent  showed  up  with  two  newcomers: 
Anthony  Cucchi,  the  Trustees'  new  man-on- 
the-ground,  and  his  delightful  wife,  lulie.  The 
warm  personal  and  professional  bonds  that 
now  link  the  Whites  and  the  Cucchis  offer  an 
irresistible  example  of  the  joint  efforts  that  are 
saving  the  irreplaceable  beauty  of  Westport 
for  everyone,  forever.

The  chance  to  spend  a  whole 
Saturday  working  hke  crazy  in 
a  spray  of  sawdust  and  trying 
out  other  people's  cool  new 
heavy  equipment  and  pruning 


200-year-old  trees  and  eating  too  much  barbeque 
with  200  other  guys  who  Hke  to  do  exactly  the 
same  thing  -  really,  what  could  be  more  fun  than 
that?  The  barbeque  part  is  important:  according 
to  Dan  Mayer,  treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts 
Arborists  Association  (MAA)  and  head  of 
Mayer  Tree  Service  in  Essex,  the  arborists'  motto 
might  as  well  be  "Will  Work  for  Food."  But  the 
affection  and  respect  they  feel  for  each  other 
and  for  the  landscape  are  what  really  inspires 
them  -  and  that  is  very  good  news  for  The 
Trustees,  who  for  two  years  running  have  been 
the  lucky  recipients  of  the  Arborists'  annual 
Arbor  Day  Celebration.  Last  year,  for  their  25th 
event,  the  MAA  chose  Appleton  Farms.  This 
year's  challenge:  World's  End.  For  The  Trustees, 
the  result  is  nearly  $400,000  of  free  cutting, 
pruning,  fertilizing  and  planting,  done  in  a 
single  day  by  the  best  in  the  business.  For  the 
arborists,  of  course,  it's  that  irresistible  mix  of 
class  reunion,  truck  show,  and  the  hardest  work 
you've  ever  done  in  your  life.  Plus  great  food. 


The  MAA  is  one  of  the  oldest  trade  associa- 
tions in  the  country.  Its  membership  includes 
over  850  of  the  state's  leading  arborists.  Needless 
to  say,  the  competition  for  the  annual  Arbor  Day 
workfest  is  tremendous.  Past  sites  have  included 
Walden  Pond,  the  Esplanade  in  Boston,  and  the 
Stone  Zoo.  In  theory,  any  tree-rich  public  or 
non-profit  site  could  qualify,  but  in  practice, 
as  Dan  explains,  "a  site  has  to  lend  itself  to  the 
amount  of  equipment  we  bring:  cranes,  tree 
spades,  chippers,  stump  grinders,  log  trucks. 
It's  a  lot."  The  arborists  love  working  the  big 
Trustees  reservations,  because  of  what  isn't  there: 
no  hapless  pedestrians  [the  property  is  closed  for 
the  day] ,  no  badly  parked  cars,  no  traffic,  no  gas 
or  electric  lines,  few  houses.  Adds  Dan,  "It's  just 
a  really  great  environment  to  work  in." 

Presiding  over  all  the  camaraderie  and  saw- 
dust is  Al  Dodge,  founder  of  Dodge  Tree  Service 
in  Wenham.  Now  in  his  early  90s,  Al  has  a 
memory  long  enough  to  encompass  generations 
of  trees.  Al's  father,  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
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MAA  in  the  1930s,  had  the  sad  job  of  taking 
down  the  American  chestnuts  that  had  lined 
the  allees  at  Appleton  Farms.  He  replaced  them 
with  elms.  By  the  time  Dutch  elm  disease  began 
to  claim  them,  Al  was  on  the  job,  replacing 
them  with  oaks  and  maples,  some  of  which 
are  showing  their  age  now. 

Though  his  conversation  can  be  deliciously 
salty,  Al  is  reverent  on  several  subjects,  including 
the  late  Mrs.  Fannie  Appleton  ("A  grande  dame, 
a  real  lady.  Don't  make  many  like  her")  and  the 
remarkable  trees  that  still  adorn  the  property. 
Up  in  the  Great  Pasture,  for  instance,  he  will 
point  you  to  the  graceful  bowed  branches  of  the 
Ships  Oaks,  a  testament  to  Yankee  ingenuity. 
(When  a  tree  reached  a  certain  size,  they  would 
cut  out  the  leader,  and  all  the  side  branches 
would  grow  upwards,  creating  ready-made  curves 
for  the  ribs  of  a  ship.)  And  the  monumental 
Hunter's  Oak  -  4.5  feet  through!  -  speaks 
eloquently  about  the  Appletons'  affection  for 
their  horses,  who  were  always  buried  at  its  foot. 

Ostensibly  retired,  Al  now  serves  as  the  tree 
warden  in  Wenham.  If  you  knock  on  his  door 
and  find  nobody  home,  try  his  plant  nurser)' 
beyond  the  garage,  where  he  tends,  among 
many  other  things,  a  new  generation  of 
American  chestnuts  -  part  of  an  effort  to  breed 
a  strain  resistant  to  the  lethal  airborne  blight 
that  transformed  the  American  landscape  a 
century  ago.  With  any  luck,  Al  might  just  be 
part  of  transforming  it  again.

Brad  Jones,  PE,  a  mechanical  engineer  at  Sebesta 
Blomberg    Associates,  donates  his  services 
monthly  as  the  commissioning  agent  for  the 
Doyle  Conservation  Center.  A  critical  part  of 
the  "Green  Building"  process,  commissioning 
ensures  that  the  contract  documents  and  the 
actual  installation  are  aligned  and  the  building's 
geothermal  wells,  solar  panels  and  composting 
toilets  work  the  way  they  were  intended. 

Under  the  watchful  eye  of  Director  of  Structural 
Resources  Jim  Younger,  staff  and  engineers  from 
Affiliated  Mechanical,  GeoSearch,  and  Mullaney 
gathered  three  days  before  Christmas  2004  to 
install  new  pumps  in  the  Doyle  Center's  1,500- 
foot  deep  geothermal  wells  photo  below.  The 
$60,000  wells  were  donated  by  Geosearch. 


Southeast  Region 

LYMAN  RESERVE  BOURNE, 
PLYMOUTH,  &  WAREHAM 

Members  of  Trout  Unlimited  (TU)  log  dozens 
of  hours  at  the  Lyman  Reserve  each  year,  main- 
taining trails,  picking  up  debris,  and  monitoring 
streams.  TU  s  national  science  staff  uses  the  stream 
data  to  help  Superintendent  Mike  Labossiere 
manage  sensitive  ecological  resources  including 
a  rare  trout  population  in  Red  Brook.

For  the  past  12  years,  five  members  of  the 
Martha's  Vineyard  Surfcasters  Association  have 
donated  more  than  700  hours  annually  through 
the  Chappaquiddick  Island  Courtesy  Patrol. 
Using  their  own  vehicles,  they  augment  Superin- 
tendent Dave  Belcher's  corps  of  rangers  at  Cape 
Poge  Wildlife  Refuge  and  Wasque  Reservation, 
answering  questions  from  the  pubic,  assisting 
disabled  vehicles,  explaining  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  coming  to  the  aid  of  stranded  boaters. 

Western  Region 

NAUMKEAG  STOCKBRIDGE 

Volunteer  Jeff  Kontoff  helps  Historic  Resources 
Manager  Will  Garrison  care  for  the  collections  at 
Naumkeag.  Last  year,  Jeff  transferred  information 
for  474  objects  from  paper  catalog  cards  to  the 
computer;  photographed  300  objects  and  inven- 
toried 600  others;  and  polished  20  pieces  of 
brass,  from  candlesticks  to  fireplace  fenders. 

Working  closely  with  Superintendent  Gordon 
Clark,  the  Stockbridge  Properties  Committee 
plans  Naumkeag's  annual  Garden  Party.  Since 
1998,  the  event  has  raised  more  than  $188,000 
to  fund  projects  including  print  conservation, 
tin-paper  ceiling  restoration,  and  textile  repro- 
ductions. Lynn  Edelstein  chaired  this  year's 
party,  assisted  by  auction  volunteers  Pam  Torres, 
Debbie  Sweeney  and  Deb  Wiswesser.  Funds 
will  help  restore  Naumkeag's  Fletcher  Steele- 
designed  Pagoda  which  was  severely  damaged 
in  a  storm.

Thirteen  students  from  Landmark  Volunteers 
-  a  national  organization  that  matches  young 
people  with  meaningful  volunteer  opportuni- 
ties -  worked  with  Property  Manager  Sarah 
Robotham  for  two  weeks  in  August,  removing 
barbed  wire  on  Ledges  Trail,  erecting  a  new 
cedar  fence,  building  a  bridge  and  new  steps, 
and  removing  invasive  species.

STEWARDSHIP 


In  her  time,  Betsy  Gordon  has 
organized  hundreds  of  volunteers. 
She  has  raised  many  thousands  of 
dollars.  She  has  even  -  heaven  help 


her  -  served  on  her  local  school  committee. 
Ergo,  on  the  subject  of  human  nature,  Betsy 
Gordon  is  not  easy  to  surprise.  But  when  she 
tried  raising  money  for  the  boardwalk  that 
rims  Gordon  Pond  at  the  Norris  Reservation, 
surprised  she  was.  Surprised  at  the  instanta- 
neous community  response,  at  the  sheer  sign- 
me-up  enthusiasm  and  openhanded  generosity 
she  encountered  all  over  town. 

It's  the  latest  event  in  a  long,  lovely  chain 
reaction  that  has  protected  and  enhanced  an 
incredible  resource:  more  than  129  woodland 
acres  smack  in  the  center  of  Norwell,  bordering 
the  scenic  North  River,  navigated  by  quiet  trails 
(equally  engaging  by  foot  or  by  ski),  and 
embracing  a  sweet,  beaver-dotted  pond. 

The  first  spark  in  the  chain  reaction  came  in 
1970,  when  longtime  resident  Eleanor  Norris  gave 
The  Trustees  101  acres  she  and  her  late  husband, 
Albert,  had  owned  for  decades:  The  Norris 
Reservation  was  born.  Over  the  years,  it  grew, 
first  with  a  gift  fi-om  the  McMullen  family  of  16 
contiguous  acres,  and  then,  in  2000  with  12  acres 
more  -  a  gift  fi^om  Betsy  and  her  husband,  Ralph. 


The  Gordons  had  been  appreciative  abutters 
of  the  reservation  since  the  early  1970s.  For 
Ralph,  who  spent  years  battling  traffic  to  and 
from  his  banking  job  in  Boston,  it  was  a  crucial 
refuge.  Walking  the  trails  so  often,  and  with  a 
fix-it  point  of  view,  he  developed  a  terrific 
working  relationship  with  the  local  reservation 
staff.  He  describes  The  Trustees  as  "very,  very 
good  neighbors  -  wonderfully  professional  and 
conscientious."  For  The  Trustees,  Ralph  became 
a  crucial  extra  set  of  eyes  that  would  let  them 
know  right  away  if,  say,  a  tree  had  fallen  across  a 
trail.  Eventually,  Ralph's  influence  even  extended 
to  policy  changes,  as  when  he  discovered  that 
the  biodegradable  plastic  bags  The  Trustees 
were  providing  to  keep  dog  waste  off^  the  trails 
were  actually  being  left  trailside,  as  trash.  "My 
greatest  victory,"  Ralph  explains  with  a  twinkle, 
"was  persuading  them  that  the  dog  bag  experi- 
ment was  not  working." 

Eventually,  the  Gordons  donated  a  significant 
piece  of  their  own  land,  contiguous  with  the 
southwestern  edge  of  the  Norris  Reservation. 
To  withstand  the  strain  of  open  public  access, 


the  delicate  wetland  area  required  careful 
handling.  As  part  of  their  gift,  Ralph  and  Betsy 
spearheaded  a  fund  drive  to  build  a  boardwalk 
for  the  pond's  western  shore.  By  combining 
Betsy's  inside  knowledge  of  the  Norwell 
community  and  her  organizing  know-how 
with  logistical  support  from  The  Trustees,  they 
conducted  a  mailing  and  phone  bank  campaign 
that  reached  nearly  1,000  people.  With  a  chal- 
lenge grant  from  the  Fields  Pond  Foundation, 
in  a  matter  of  weeks  they  raised  an  astonishing 
$46,000.  A  subsequent  effort  helped  double  The 
Trustees'  membership  in  town.  In  her  charmingly 
straightforward,  no-nonsense  way,  Betsy  recalls 
it  as  "the  easiest  volunteer  eftort  1  ever  organ- 
ized. Everyone  loves  the  Norris  Reservation." 

As  it  turns  out,  if  you  build  it  (and  publicize 
it),  people  will  come.  The  Gordons  estimate  that 
the  reservation's  visitors  practically  doubled.  By 
2004,  the  grounds  showed  enough  wear  and  tear 
that  Ralph  and  Betsy  once  again  stepped  in  - 
this  time  to  organize  a  squad  of  volunteers  who 
regularly  walked  the  trails  anyway  and  are  now 
officially  deputized  to  pick  up  trash,  report 
maintenance  problems  and  provide  friendly 
dog-control  enforcement.  At  the  kick-off  supper, 
who  should  appear?  The  charming  catalyst 
herself:  Eleanor  Norris,  now  93.  Her  fellow 
Norwell  residents  greeted  her  with  a  standing 
ovation  for  her  immense  contribution  to  the 
town  -  perhaps  the  sweetest  immortality  there  is.

Officially  speaking,  The  Trustees 
now  have  upwards  of  40,000 
members,  but  as  former  Board 
Chair  Wiley  Vaughan  sees  it, 


that  number  doesn't  do  justice  to  everyone  who 
really  belongs.  As  Wiley  puts  it,  paraphrasing 
Edmund  Burke,  "We  are  a  family  of  those  who  are 
dead,  those  now  living,  and  those  not  yet  born." 

Gracious,  self-effacing,  naturally  conservative, 
Wiley  doesn't  look  like  a  man  bent  on  working 
radical  effects  upon  the  future.  But  with  his 
all-embracing  vision  of  membership,  he  has 
become  exactly  that.  Through  significant  gifts 
in  2002,  he  has  allowed  The  Trustees  to  stride 
confidently  into  the  exciting  but  comparatively 
unfamiliar  territory  of  education.  His  generosity 
spurred  the  hiring  of  the  organization's  first- 
ever  Director  of  Education  &  Outreach,  and 
helped  create  inspiring  new  programs  from 
Little  Tom  Mountain  in  Holyoke  to  Weir  River 
Farm  in  Hingham.  For  Wiley,  it  was  a  wonderful 
way  to  honor  the  memory  of  his  late  wife,  Ann, 
who  cared  profoundly  about  educating  young 
people.  (It  served  a  side  purpose,  too,  for  a  man 
who  served  for  decades  as  one  of  Boston's  most 
prominent  real  estate  lawyers;  as  Wiley  says  with 
a  quiet  grin,  "I  had  something  to  do  with  a  lot 
of  the  buildings  that  make  up  the  Boston  sky- 


line. Supporting  The  Trustees  is  perhaps  a  way 
of  atoning  for  the  bad  ones.") 

Ultimately,  though,  funding  the  new  education 
initiative  was  a  practical  way  to  ensure  the  future 
success  of  the  organization.  "Andy  [Kendall]  has 
a  vision  that's  very  challenging,"  says  Wiley.  "It 
greatly  increases  the  scope  of  our  activities.  And 
the  next  10  years  will  be  critical,  because  two 
million  acres  in  Massachusetts  is  already  devel- 
oped or  preserved.  Three  million  acres  are  still 
up  for  disposition,  and  Andy  believes  half  of 
that  should  be  dedicated  to  conservation." 
Plainly,  realizing  such  an  ambitious  vision  isn't 
something  The  Trustees  can  do  alone.  As  Wiley 
explains,  "It's  terribly  important  that  we  reach 
beyond  our  traditional  supporters,  so  people 
of  all  ages  across  the  state  understand  the 
importance  of  supporting  and  voting  for  land 
conservation  and  historic  preservation.  The 
changing  of  the  guard  is  inevitable  -  we  simply 
have  to  train  our  own  caretakers  for  the  future." 

During  Wiley's  own  tenure  as  Chair  of  The 
Trustees  (1988-1992),  education  was  not  yet  at 
the  fore  -  but  there  was  plenty  of  excitement  on 


other  fronts.  To  start  with,  the  organization  was 
engaged  in  significant  fundraising.  ("Although," 
says  Wiley,  with  an  eye  to  the  current  S50  million 
campaign,  "it  doesn't  seem  so  significant  now. 
We  only  raised  somewhat  over  $10  million!") 

But  even  more  memorable  was  the 
Centennial  in  1991.  In  its  first  100  years.  The 
Trustees  not  only  saved  thousands  of  acres  and 
artifacts,  but  helped  create  the  very  idea  of  a 
land  trust  -  an  innovation  that  reverberated 
around  the  country  and  straight  across  the 
Atlantic  when,  in  1895,  England's  renowned 
National  Trust  sprang  to  life,  based  on  The 
Trustees'  charter.  The  Trustees  celebrated  a 
century  of  conservation  leadership  with  a  highly 
orchestrated  visit  to  England  for  several  dozen 
friends  and  leaders.  It  began  with  a  banquet 
at  Ham  House  with  a  number  of  English  digni- 
taries in  attendance,  and  continued  for  two 
jam-packed  weeks  with  visits  to  spectacular 
National  Trust  properties  and  private  estates. 

The  technical  purpose  of  the  trip,  according  to 
WUey?  "To  enjoy  our  reputation  with  the  National 
Trust!"  But  it  served  a  larger  purpose,  too,  as  an 
indelible  reminder  of  the  power  of  Charles  Eliot's 
founding  vision  to  offer  human  beings  choking 
on  the  pressures  and  frictions  of  civilization  the 
healing  calm  and  inspiration  of  nature. 

What  better  way  to  honor  that  mission,  here 
and  now,  than  by  inviting  the  ne.xt  generation 
of  Trustees  to  join  us  for  a  Vvalk  in  the  woods?

As  the  home  of  the  Putnam  Conservation 
Institute,  it  also  functions  as  a  crossroads  of 
the  Massachusetts  conservation  communit)'.

BUILDING  THE  CAPACITY  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMUNITY 

The  Putnam  Conservation  Institute  (PCI)  offers 
inspiration,  training  and  technical  assistance  to 
the  conservation  community  -  land  trusts, 
natural  resource  agencies,  conservation  and 
historic  commissions,  parks  departments, 
land  use  planners,  foresters,  landscape  architects, 
and  others.  It  provides  a  variety  of  affordable 
workshops  and  conferences  on  land  protection 
strategies  and  techniques,  as  well  as  training  on 
professional  development.  Since  its  inception  in 
2003, 1,968  people  have  participated  in  PCI  events. 

GROWING  A  NEW,  DIVERSE 
CONSTITUENCY 

The  Trustees  have  reservations  in  more  than  65 
communities  across  the  Commonwealth,  putting 
one  of  our  reservations  within  5  miles  of  nearly 
40%  of  Massachusetts'  residents.  The  remainder 


live  in  10  urban  areas,  including  Boston,  Fall 
River/New  Bedford  and  greater  Springfield.  Our 
ability  to  conserve  Massachusetts'  remaining 
open  space  will  be  determined,  in  large  part,  by 
the  actions  we  take  today  to  share  land  conser- 
vation resources,  and  their  value,  with  all  the 
people  of  Massachusetts. 

With  an  eye  to  reaching  new  audiences  and 
conserving  land  in  the  Connecticut  River  Valley, 
we  opened  a  storefront  in  downtown  Holyoke 
in  October  2004,  and  launched  a  long-term  part- 
nership with  the  Boys  &  Girls  Club  of  Greater 
Holyoke  (see  profile  page  24)  to  build  a  diverse 
constituency  for  conservation  in  the  years  ahead.

PRESERVING  THE  DISTINCT 
CHARACTER  OF  OUR  COMMUNITIES 

The  Highlands  Community  Initiative  (HCI)  is 
an  innovative  outreach  effort  helping  to  protect 
the  natural  and  cultural  landscapes  of  the 
Highlands  Region  of  Massachusetts,  38  towns 
between  the  Housatonic  and  Connecticut 
Rivers.  HCI  offers  a  suite  of  innovative  workshops 
and  conferences,  as  well  as  small  grants  to  further 
key  local  conservation  efforts  -  from  drafting 
a  zoning  ordinance  to  hiring  a  facilitator  for 
a  potentially  contentious  town  meeting.  This 
year's  workshops  focused  on  working  farms 
and  forests  and  creating  community  trails.

New  Ways  of  Seeing 

Each  year  we  offer  hundreds  of  programs  and 
events.  In  2004,  more  than  22,000  people 
participated  in  a  formal  program  on  a  Trustees 
reservation.  Across  the  state,  our  educators, 
interpreters,  property  managers  and  historic 
house  guides  are  exploring  new  stories  and  new 
program  models  to  help  people  see  deeply  into 
the  connection  between  people  and  the  land: 

■  Guides  at  the  Col.  John  Ashley  House  in 
Sheffield,  are  interpreting  the  life  of  an  18th  century 
enslaved  African,  Elizabeth  "Mumbet"  Freeman, 
who  sued  Col.  Ashley  for  her  freedom,  and  won. 


■  Martha's  Vineyard  Regional  High  School  stu- 
dents are  creating  quests  (self-guided  'treasure' 
hunts)  for  Mytoi  and  Long  Point  that  will  be 
included  in  a  book  of  eight  regional  quests  next  year. 

■  Teenage  apprentices  in  the  Bioreserve  Youth 
Corps  in  Fall  River  are  using  GPS  equipment  to 
map  the  stone  walls  that  mark  the  boundary  of 
the  old  Miller  Farm  at  Copicut  Woods. 

■  Hundreds  of  shareholders  at  the  Appleton 
Farms  Community  Supported  Agriculture  (CSA) 
program  in  Ipswdch  and  Hamilton  are  participating 
in  the  life  of  a  local,  working  farm  and  eating 
better  because  of  it  (an  education  in  itself).

At  14,  Cesar  Gomez  is  an 
enthusiastic  woodsman,  an  adept 
animal  tracker,  a  paleontology 
buff,  and  a  burgeoning  camper  - 


not  too  shabby  for  a  kid  who  had  never  been 
into  the  woods  until  this  year.  When  Cesar 
was  nine,  his  family  moved  from  the  Bronx  to 
Holyoke,  where  his  mother  works  at  the  Ian 
White  public  school  cafeteria,  his  stepfather 
manages  a  barbershop,  and  his  little  brother, 
Toli,  doesn't  bug  him  too  much.  Three  years 
ago,  Cesar  joined  the  Boys  &  Girls  Club  of 
Greater  Holyoke  (HBGC)  when  they  opened 
a  branch  at  Beaudoin  Village,  where  he  lives. 
This  year  he  dove  headlong  into  the  nature 
program,  based  at  Mt.  Tom  and  jointly  run 
with  The  Trustees.  Here's  what  he  has  to  say: 

What  was  it  like  to  go  on  your  first  trip  with 
The  Trustees? 

I  was  psyched  because  I  noticed  stuff  I  had 
never  seen  before,  like  that  milkweed  seed  pod. 
I  had  never  been  in  the  woods  before  that. 

Anything  that  surprised  or  amazed  you? 

When  we  went  to  Dino  Footprints  [Dinosaur 
Footprints  Reservation]  I  saw  evidence,  that  I 
could  touch,  that  the  dinosaurs  had  been  here. 
It  made  me  want  to  learn  more,  like  I  feel  like  I 
don't  want  to  leave  because  there  is  more  to  learn. 


What  did  you  like  best? 

When  we  went  to  Mt.  Tom  and  you  could 
hear  things,  like  the  stream,  louder  by  doing 
the  Deer  Ears  [cupping  your  hands  behind 
your  ears].  I  remember  following  the  bird 
tracks  in  the  snow  and  how  when  the  bird 
takes  off,  the  tracks  disappear! 

How  do  you  feel  about  the  forest  now? 
At  first  I  didn't  know  what  to  expect,  like 
anything  can  come  out  and  get  me,  but  next 
time  I  went,  I  knew  what  I  was  doing.  I  feel 
like  I  know  my  stuff  now.  I  bring  my  note- 
book and  write  down  new  things  I  learn. 
I  know  these  places  now,  like  Mt.  Tom  and 
the  woods  behind  Beaudoin  Village,  and  I 
can  go  find  out  more  myself. 

Would  you  ever  think  of  going  camping  or 
hiking  on  your  own  someday? 

I  have  never  camped  before  but  I've  heard 
about  it  on  TV.  I'm  going  camping  in  two 
weeks  at  Tully  Lake.  It's  going  to  be  great! 
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Dialis  Santiago  has  Uved  in 
Holyoke  her  w^hole  Hfe,  and 

belonged  to  the  Boys  &  Girls  Club  for  nearly 
half  of  it.  A  sweet  and  very  responsible  4th 
grader,  she  can  tell  you  that  growing  up  in  her 
Holyoke  neighborhood  is  hard  sometimes.  But 
she  can  always  count  on  her  older  brother, 
Wilson,  and  her  mom,  who  works  as  a  supervisor 
at  Iron  Duck,  a  firm  nearby  in  Chicopee  that 
manufactures  health,  safety  and  rescue  equipment 
for  paramedics,  firefighters  and  police.  Now,  Dialis 
can  count  on  the  consolations  of  nature,  too. 

What  was  it  like  to  go  to  Mt.  Tom? 

FUN!  I'd  never  been  in  the  woods  before.  I 
liked  making  sound  maps,  seeing  the  big  hole 
[the  quarry],  eating  blackberries,  finding  the 
mitten  tree  [sassafras]. 

What  animals  and  plants  have  you  seen  there? 
A  turkey  vulture  and  a  red-tailed  hawk.  My 
favorite  flowers  are  the  yellow  ones  with  the 
brown  center  [Black-eyed  Susans]. 

What's  the  most  interesting  thing  you've 
learned? 

There  used  to  be  volcanoes  here,  and  we  learned 
what  happened  to  them. 

How  do  you  feel  about  the  woods  now? 
When  I  was  in  first  grade,  I  saw  a  bear  outside 
my  school  window,  so  I  used  to  feel  scared  of 
the  woods.

When  we  drive  by, 
my  Mom  asks  me,  'What  do  you  do  up  there?'

while  the  budgeting  process  annually  forecasts  a  surplus,  the 
many  factors  that  influence  our  revenue  stream  can  conspire 
to  affect  "the  best  laid  schemes  o'  mice  and  men".  The  watchful 
eyes  of  the  Executive  Director  and  Director  of  Finance  and 
Administration  have  been  alert  to  such  "conspiracies",  allowing 
for  mid  course  corrections  in  expenditures  to  preserve  as  much 
of  the  budgeted  surplus  as  possible. 

Operating  revenues  increased  by  3%  to  $14.1  million,  the 
same  percentage  increase  as  in  Fiscal  2004.  Property  revenues 
(which  include  rentals,  admission  fees,  and  merchandise  sales) 
rebounded  in  2005,  contributing  7%  to  the  growth  in  overall 
income.  As  expected,  membership  revenue  growth  slowed  to 
4%  due  to  an  increased  focus  on  retention  and  recapturing 
lapsed  members.  Additional  benefits  and  services  were  important 
factors  in  maintaining  a  favorable  78%  member  retention  rate. 

Operating  expenses  were  up  4%  to  $13.9  million,  slightly  less 
than  the  5%  increase  of  the  prior  fiscal  year.  82%  of  the  increased 
expenditures  went  directly  toward  programs,  as  opposed  to 
administration  and  overhead.  Amongst  our  peer  charitable 
organizations,  maintaining  administrative  and  overhead  costs 
below  20%  of  total  expenses  is  considered  a  very  desirable  and 
highly  efficient  stewardship  of  donor  monies.  This  year's 
increased  expenditures  on  programs  continued  an  upward  trend 
as  part  of  our  capital  campaign's  strategic  initiatives.  Resource 
Stewardship  experienced  the  largest  growth  (21%)  in  spending 
during  the  year.  Included  in  this  category  are  Ecology,  Historic 
Resources  and  Structural  Resources. 


The  amount  of  support  from  endowment  for  the  operating 
budget  is  determined  by  applying  a  5%  spending  rate  to  the 
market  value  of  investments  at  the  end  of  the  most  recent  12 
trailing  quarters.  The  market's  rebound  in  2003  replaced  some 
weaker  quarters  from  the  2000-2002  period  with  stronger  ones, 
thus  increasing  the  actual  dollar  amount  available  from  endow- 
ment in  Fiscal  2005.  Modest  equity  returns  in  2004  bumped  our 
endowment  by  3.5%  to  $89  million  at  the  end  of  Fiscal  2005 
versus  $86  million  at  the  end  of  Fiscal  2004.  Essentially  flat 
financial  markets  thus  far  this  year  portend  similarly  modest 
results  for  our  endowment  for  Fiscal  2006. 

This  is  my  final  report  to  you  as  Treasurer.  I  want  to  thank 
my  associates,  committee  volunteers  and  staff,  for  their  concern 
for  and  nurturing  of  our  financial  resources.  I  especially  want 
to  express  my  gratitude  to  our  former  Director  of  Finance  and 
Administration,  John  McCrae,  and  to  Linda  McAskill.  All  have 
provided  me  with  smooth  sailing  in  the  turbulent  financial 
waters  of  these  past  few  years.  May  my  successor  have  so  fine 
a  crew  on  the  next  financial  watch!

Sometimes  even  a  gracious  place 
like  Brookline  can  feel  too 
crowded  and  urban  and  frenetic. 


For  Frederick  and  Anne  Richardson,  the  feehng 
started  just  after  they  were  married,  around 
1902.  They  had  both  been  raised  in  Brookline, 
he  as  the  7th  child  of  renowned  architect  H.H. 
Richardson,  she  on  a  45-acre  farm,  complete 
with  cows  and  a  greenhouse,  on  the  slopes 
above  Brookline  High  School.  But  when  it  came 
time  to  set  up  housekeeping  for  themselves, 
they  wanted  a  real  piece  of  country. 

The  answer:  1 10  acres  hugging  the  north 
shore  of  the  Charles  River,  just  on  the  Dover 
side  of  Needham,  in  a  little  rail-stop  town 
known  then  as  Charles  River  Village.  The  couple 
started  out  in  the  original  1719  wood  frame 
farmhouse.  By  1911,  they  had  built  the  much 
larger  stone  and  brick  house  that  would  be  their 
home  for  the  next  two  decades,  on  a  rise  looking 
down  over  rolling  fields  and  rich  bottomland  to 
the  river.  David  Richardson,  the  sixth  of  their 
seven  children,  calls  it  "the  most  wonderful 
place  to  grow  up  you  could  ever  imagine." 

For  the  children,  of  course,  there  was  the 
simple  wonder  of  living  on  a  working  farm,  run 
by  a  hired  farmer  who  also  lived  on  the  property. 
Half  a  dozen  cows  provided  all  the  milk,  cream 
and  butter  they  needed.  There  were  chickens 


for  fresh  eggs,  and  sheep  for  atmosphere,  and 
a  huge  vegetable  patch  -  and  so  much  of 
everything  that  the  family  would  have  it  crated 
on  ice  and  shipped  down  to  them  in  Mattapoisett 
when  they  decamped  for  the  summer.  (When 
they  stopped  having  the  land  farmed,  they 
leased  the  fields  to  the  Walker-Gordon  Dairy, 
for  corn  to  feed  their  famous  cows  -  the  source 
of  the  richest  cream  anywhere,  featured  in 
Pullman  cars  across  the  country.) 

The  neighbors  were  another  attraction. 
Family  after  family  of  escaped  Bostonians, 
"fresh  to  the  country,"  their  properties  side  by 
side  along  the  Charles.  Because  there  was  no 
local  school,  David's  mother  and  three  of  her 
friends  cleared  out  one  of  the  Richardsons'  farm 
buildings  and  launched  The  Charles  River  School 
with  ten  students;  today,  with  more  than  200 
pupils  and  a  new  Dover  location,  it  flourishes  still. 

But  what  David's  memories  conjure  most  is 
the  easy,  expansive,  exuberant  spirit  of  what  he 
calls  "real  country  living."  It  was  a  world  in 
which  you  could  skate  the  river  in  winter  all  the 
way  to  Wellesley,  and  everyone  did.  A  world  in 
which  everyone  knew  everyone  else,  you  walked 
or  rode  everywhere,  and  fencing  your  property 


was  an  unthinkable  offense  against  a  lovely, 
shared  philosophy  of  life.  A  world  in  which 
the  only  assertion  of  property  rights  were  soft- 
spoken  cloth  signs  asking  passers-by  to  refrain 
from  hunting  and  shooting.  (Although  every 
weekend,  the  Norfolk  Hunt  would  gather  in 
the  field  in  search  of  foxes.)  A  world  in  which 
Christmas  really  arrived  by  sleigh,  and  Santa 
would  appear  at  the  great,  tall  music  room 
windows  on  horseback,  and  ride  right  in. 

Today,  the  "big  house"  is  only  half  as  large 
as  when  the  Richardsons  !i\  cd  there;  they  sold 
it  in  the  Depression  and  succc^sIn  c  owners  tore 
wings  off,  "something  hard  to  understand  if 
you  haven't  lived  through  those  hard  times." 
Eventually,  the  childivn      ided  the  rest  of  the 
property.  David  chose  ten  acres  that  included 
the  farmer's  house.  More  recently,  he  generously 
gave  The  Trustees  a  permanent  conservation 
restriction  on  the  land  -  a  wonderful  way  of 
preserving  a  precious  slice  of  his  childhood 
world  forever.
